Feeding Work Horses 
Proper Feed to Maintain Horses 

Good Working Condition 

After many tests made at the ex- 
perimental farm, Ottawa, hay, bran 
and oats have’ been found the best 
feeds for work horses. The hay is 
fed long and the oats and bran in the 
proportion of tive parts outs to two 
mixed and ted dry, Warm 
bran mashes five to six pounds per 
horse, are used on Saturday nights to 
replace the regular bran ration. 
When horses are or very heavy work, 
the proportion of bran is decreased to 
One part for five parts oats. 
A safe standard for feeding draught 


horses, and one commonly used, 
is that of giving from one to one 
and quarter pounds of the ebove 


grain mixture and one pound of hay 
for each 100 pounds live weight; this, 
ot course, subject to variation de- 
pending on the severity of work, con- 
dition of animal when fed, the health 
of animal, and othcr minor consider- 
ations. 

The morning feed, about 5 a.m., 
consists of about three-eighths of the 
total grain mixture and one-quarter 
of the graiu and about one-half the 
hay for the thay. 

Water is supplied after the morn- 
ing feed and befor: the noon and 
evening feeds, During the winter, 
water is also supplied in the even- 
ings, some three hours after the feed. 

With the above treatment, tha 
lorses are maintained in good work- 
Ng condition, and with an almost 
entire abseuce of .common ;stomaci 
and intestinal ailments such as in- 
digestion and coli@:’ No condiments 
are usad, but to porses somewhat low 
in flesh and requiring more feed, mo- 
lasses mixod with the grain is used 
in stall qnantities ‘as it stimulates

Prohibition Causes Increased Savings 

A report from Petrograd says that 
M. Kharitonotf, comptroller of the 
Russian treasury, speaking before the 
Duma budget committee, declared that 
owing to the great increase in nation- 
al savings, due to prohibition, the ex- 
traordinary outlay occasioned by the 
war as yet had caused no great suffer- 
ing in Russia. 

As proof of this M. Kharitonoif said 
the national savings in December, 
1918, whieh amounte. to 700,000 
roubles ($350,000), had increased to 
29,100,000 roubles ($14,550,000) in De- 
cember, 1914. He added that the total 
savings for 1913 amounted to 24,000,- 
000 roubles 7$17,000,000), as compared 
with 84,000,000 roubles ($42,000,000) 
for 1914.
